Tungnath Temple 


Tungnath Temple, nestled in the picturesque hills of Chopta in Uttarakhand, is a revered 
destination for spiritual seekers and nature lovers alike. This ancient temple, dedicated 
to Lord Shiva, holds the distinction of being the highest Shiva temple in the world, 
located at an altitude of 3,680 meters (12,073 feet) above sea level. 


The journey to Tungnath is as enchanting as the destination itself, with a trek that winds 
through lush green meadows, dense forests of rhododendron and oak trees, and offers 
breathtaking views of the snow-capped Himalayan peaks. The trek, though challenging 
at times, is rewarded with a sense of peace and tranquility that envelops the temple 
complex. 


The temple's architecture is simple yet elegant, with a sanctum sanctorum that houses 
the idol of Lord Shiva in the form of a lingam. Surrounding the main temple are smaller 
shrines dedicated to Parvati, Vyas, and Kal Bhairav, adding to the spiritual aura of the 
place.

Himalayas. 


Kedarnath temple 


Kedarnath Temple, located in the Rudraprayag district of Uttarakhand, is one of 
the holiest Hindu temples dedicated to Lord Shiva. Situated at an altitude of 3,583 
meters (11,755 feet) above sea level, it is a part of the Char Dham pilgrimage in 
Uttarakhand. The temple is believed to have been built by Adi Shankaracharya in 
the 8th century CE. 


Devotees believe that visiting Kedarnath Temple and seeking the blessings of Lord 
Shiva can wash away their sins and lead to salvation. The temple is also renowned 
for its stunning location, surrounded by snow-capped peaks and breathtaking 
landscapes. 


Access to the temple is possible only from May to October due to extreme weather 
conditions during the rest of the year. The journey to Kedarnath involves a trek of 
about 16 kilometers from Gaurikund, which is the base camp. However, facilities 
like ponies and palanquins are available for those who find the trek challenging. 


The architecture of the Kedarnath Temple is simple yet impressive, reflecting its 

ancient origins. The temple is built of large, heavy, evenly cut gray slabs of 

stones. The sanctum sanctorum houses the lingam, the conical rock that is the 
nic representation of Lord Shiva. 


eelkanth Mahadev Templ 


Neelkanth Mahadev Temple, located near Rishikesh in Uttarakhand, is a revered Hindu 
temple dedicated to Lord Shiva. Situated amidst the dense forests of the Himalayas, the 
temple is perched at an altitude of 1,330 meters (4,360 feet) above sea level. The temple 
is named after the Neelkanth peak, a towering snowy peak that rises prominently behind 
the temple. 


According to Hindu mythology, Neelkanth Mahadev Temple is the sacred spot where Lord 
Shiva consumed the poison that emerged from the churning of the ocean (Samudra 
Manthan), which turned his throat blue, giving him the name Neelkanth (meaning "blue 
throat"). This legend is depicted in various paintings and sculptures within the temple. 


The temple is a popular pilgrimage site and is thronged by devotees, especially during the 
annual Shravan month and the Maha Shivaratri festival. The journey to the temple 
involves a trek through scenic forests and rugged terrain, offering devotees a spiritual as 
well as an adventurous experience.

Badrinath Temple 


Nestled in the picturesque town of Badrinath in Uttarakhand, Badrinath Temple is one of 
the holiest temples in Hinduism.

Legend has it that the temple was established by Adi Shankaracharya in the 8th 
century. The architecture of the temple reflects traditional Garhwali wooden 
architecture, with a vibrant facade and intricate carvings. The main deity of the temple 
is a 1-meter tall black stone idol of Lord Vishnu, Known as Badrinarayan, sitting ina 
meditative pose. 


The temple is open for a limited period each year, usually from late April to early 
November, due to extreme weather conditions in the region. During the winter months, 
the idol is shifted to the Narasimha Temple in Joshimath, where worship continues.
